CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  “Company”,  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the  x^merican 
Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  per 
PIECE  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue  except  when  numbered  catalogue  descriptions  comprise 
more  than  one  piece,  in  which  latter  case  bids  are  to  be  per  piece  unless  the  description 
contains  the  notation  “Lot”. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

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FOREWORD 


The  three  Hoppners  in  the  Sage  collection  would  form  an  excellent 
text  for  a cheerful  sermon  on  English  eighteenth  century  portrai- 
ture. For  here  It  Is  as  It  grew,  unordered  except  by  discourses  from 
Sir  Joshua  on  the  merits  of  Raphael,  Into  the  broad  and  easy  Informality 
of  the  close  of  the  century,  while  French  painting  struggled  first  with  the 
artificialities  of  court  pastoralism  and  later  with  the  even  more  punctilious 
classical  manners  of  the  Revolution.  The  Mr  and  Mrs  Jopp  [Numbers  30 
and  31]  exhale  a kind  of  Thomsonlan  naturalism — unadorned,  adorned  the 
most,  as  It  were — together  with  a friendly  air  hitherto  almost  undreamed 
of  In  the  process  of  sitting  for  one’s  portrait.  Mrs  Gibson  [Number  33] 
makes  a very  charming  wood  nymph.  In  costume  by  * * * of  Hanover 
Square,  and  was,  we  suppose,  easily  the  belle  of  the  ball.  Add  Hoppner’s 
native  warmth  of  color,  and  his  ability  to  use  his  unobtrusive  backgrounds 
to  enhance  the  values  of  his  textiles,  and  you  have  a handsome  gallery  of 
companionable  friends. 

Turning  backwarcis  a little,  with  a glance  at  the  grand  manner  In  the 
person  of  Cotes’  Mrs  Macrae  [Number  34],  an  elegant  set-piece  In  the 
best  Reynolds  tradition,  we  arrive  at  Gainsborough’s  brilliant  Philip 
Dupont^  Esq.  [Number  32],  one  of  his  most  keenly  inciividual  male  por- 
traits. This  Important  painting,  which  comes  via  Messrs  Knoeciler  from 
the  Huth  collection,  depicts  Gainsborough’s  brother-in-law  and  the  father 
of  his  talented  pupil.  The  suavity  and  ease  of  the  brushwork,  the  subtlety 
of  the  lighting,  and  the  striking  modeling  of  the  head  are  the  best  of 
Gainsborough,  which  Is  to  say  the  best  of  English  eighteenth  century  paint- 
ing; formal  or  informal,  there  is  no  disputing  It. 

The  catalogue  Includes  representative  works  by  Corot,  Daubigny, 
L’Hermitte,  anci  Harpignles,  and  a rare  Millet,  together  with  examples  of 
the  Dutch  painters  Mauve,  Willem  Marls,  Pieters,  and  Israels.  An  unex- 
pected consort  Is  a Whistler  nocturne.  The  Solent  [Number  20],  one  of 
those  feats  of  rapid  observation  which  aroused  Ruskin’s  wrath,  and  which 
required,  according  to  Mr  Whistler’s  sworn  evidence,  the  experience  of  a 
lifetime.
